the PONDICHERRY APPROPRIATION (VOTE ON 
ACCOUNT) ACT, 1Q74 
No. 18 OF 1974 

[27th April, 1974] 

An Act to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Pondicherry 
for the sendees of a part of the financial year 1974-75. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. This Act may be called the Pondicherry Appropriation (Vote on 
Account) Act, 1974. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of 
Pondicherry there may be withdrawn sums not exceeding those specifi¬ 
ed in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum 
of six crores, twenty-five lakhs and eighty-two thousand rupees towards 
defraying the several charges which come in course of payment during 
the financial year 1974-75.

3. For the removal of doubts, it is hereby provided that notwithstand¬ 
ing anything in the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963, any 
sums withdrawn from the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory 
of Pondicherry on or after the 1st day of April, 1974 and before the 
commencement of this Act in pursuance of the Order of the President 
dated the 29th March, 1974, published with the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance No. S.O. 222(E) of 
the said date, towards defraying the several charges referred to in 
section 2 shall be deemed to have been authorised to be withdrawn under 
this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 1st day of April, 1974. 

4. The sums so authorised to be withdrawn or deemed to have been 
authorised to be withdrawn from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
the Union territory of Pondicherry by this Act shall be appropriated 
or deemed to have been required to be appropriated for the services and 
purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year.
